More cops on the beat as man 
shot down in ‘targeted’ attack 


EXTRA police officers will be 
drafted into Marsh Farm this 
weekend following a shooting 
outside a supermarket on 
Thursday night. 

A man in his 20s was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries 
after being shot, by what is 
believed to have been a shot¬ 
gun, in Axe Close at about 
6.15pm. 

Bedfordshire Police say they 
are treating the shooting, and 
two violent incidents earlier in 
the week, as ‘isolated, targeted 
incidents between groups of 
people known to each other’. 

The additional officers are 
being posted into the area to 
offer reassurance, while detec¬ 
tives carried out house-to- 
house enquiries in the area on 
Friday. They have also been 
trawling CCTV in a bid to 
identify the suspects. 


Detective Inspector Fraser 
Wylie said: “We believe this 
was a targeted attack and it is 
only down to sheer luck that 
the victim was not killed or 
seriously injured. Any informa¬ 
tion, no matter how small it 
may seem, could prove vital in 
catching those responsible.” 

Chief Inspector Mark Upex 
added: “These are not random 
attacks and we do not believe 
the wider public are at risk of 
harm. We have an increased 
number of officers deployed in 
the area to reduce the risk of 
further incidents taking place 
but people should not be 
alarmed at the sight of extra 
officers in their community this 
weekend.”

Families risk losing homes

ONE in 57 households in Luton are 
at risk of being turned out on the 
street, new analysis from a housing 
charity has revealed. 

The town has the second highest 
number of households in the East of 
England at risk of losing their home, 
according to data published by 
Shelter this week. 

The research, based on Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ) figures, found there 
were 1,138 possession claims issued 
in county courts during October 1, 
2013 - September 30, 2014. 

Shelter then compared the MoJ 
statistics with the average house¬ 


hold size from the latest census data 
to calculate the number of people 
put at risk of eviction or reposses¬ 
sion every day. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive of 
Shelter, said the ‘sky high cost of 
housing’ made it harder for families 
to remain in their homes. 

Luton council said it had seen a 
rise in the number of abandoned 
properties and number of 
households failing to make rent 
payments a priority. 

However, it added that other 
factors such as anti-social behaviour 
or landlords wanting properties 
back meant the financial positions 
of residents was not the only reason 
they could be at risk of eviction. 


Lynda Rees, CEO of Luton 
Community Housing Association 
(LCH), said the combination of 
many tenants being housed by 
private landlords who at times were 
struggling themselves, and the 
increasing demand for property in 
Luton meant most families had few 
options. 

She said: “Often landlords have put 
all their savings into a property 
which they hope will bring in addi¬ 
tional income and increase in value 
over time, giving them greater secu¬ 
rity in the future. 

“However, many underestimate 
the running and repair costs and 
don’t allow for rent arrears or lost 
rent, when the property is vacant. 


“They have a mortgage to pay and 
if they fall behind their lender will 
not be sympathetic as this is a busi¬ 
ness activity. 

“These landlords are likely to act 
quickly to try to stop the problem 
getting worse, to protect their 
savings and possibly even their own 
home as well. 

“In these cases an eviction is the 
most likely outcome.” 

To help combat the issue, Mrs Rees 
said LCH encouraged struggling 
landlords to approach them so the 
association could manage their 
properties and possibly save tenants 
from becoming homeless. 

She said: “We run a scheme for 
homeless families, referred to us by 


the local authority housing team. 

“We lease properties from the 
landlord at a rent, which is lower 
than market rent but factors in most 
of the costs that the landlord will 
face. 

“Then we pay the landlord the 
same net amount every month, 
regardless of whether the tenant has 
paid us (and even if there was no 
tenant in the property at the time). 

“This spreads the risk for the land¬ 
lord who can be confident that they 
will always be able to pay their mort¬ 
gage, thereby protecting their 
investment.

One in four recorded 
crimes solved by cops

BEDFORDSHIRE Police solved 
just a quarter of recorded 
crimes last year. 

Throughout 2013/14 the force 
cracked 26 per cent of crimes, 
which is the joint fifth worst 
record in the country. 

The figure also falls below the 
average across England and 
Wales which is 29 per cent. 

The information was collated 
by the Daily Mirror using data 
provided by the Ministry of 
Justice. 

Other forces which solved the 
same percentage of crimes as 
Bedfordshire include Thames 
Valley, Wiltshire, Dorset and 
Gloucestershire. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “Victims are at the 


heart of everything we do and 
we strive to get a positive out¬ 
come on every incident reported 
to us. 

“It is worth noting these statis¬ 
tics do not take into account the 
full range of disposals available 
to forces such as restorative jus¬ 
tice. The outcome rates are also 
slightly misleading as they can 
vary depending on the type of 
crime. 

“The government has recently 
introduced a new framework of 
outcome categories which 
should give a much clearer 
picture on how incidents have 
been resolved.” 

Below Bedfordshire Police the 
worst records belong to the West 
Midlands (25 per cent), 
Warwickshire (24 per cent), 
London (24 per cent) and British 
Transport Police (13 per cent). 


However British Transport 
Police (BTP) dispute the claim 
saying the figures do not give a 
true reflection of the facts. 
Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 
Hanstock, of BTP, said: “We 
operate through all other force 
areas and most of the cases we 
bring to court are, upon convic¬ 
tion, attributed to those forces. 
This explains the apparent poor 
performance of BTP compared 
to our colleagues.” 

He added: “The reality is that 
the nation’s railways are rela¬ 
tively crime free... last year, there 
were just 25 crimes for every mil¬ 
lion passengers using the nation¬ 
al network.” 

In England and Wales only a 
million of the 3.5 million record¬ 
ed crimes during 2013/14 ended 
in a conviction, meaning 71 per 
cent of them went unpunished. 


Emaciated dog dumped in car park near station 


RSPCA officers found a 
collapsed emaciated labrador 
cross which was dumped in a 
car park earlier this week. 

The male dog is said to have 
been discovered in an ‘appall¬ 
ing state of health’ at the back 
of a car park opposite the train 
station on Sundon Park Road, 
early on Tuesday morning. 

He was extremely under¬ 
weight, had sores down his 
legs and had completely 
collapsed. 

The RSPCA took him straight 
to the vet who sadly put him to 
sleep to end his suffering. 

The dog ( pictured ) was a yel¬ 
low labrador cross thought to 
be around four or five-years- 
old, and wearing a brown 
leather collar. 

Animal collection officer 
Kate Wright said it had been 
‘one of the worst things’ she 
had seen in her 12 years work¬ 
ing for the RSPCA.

Thousands ask 
cops to tackle 
dog theft issue 

CALLS are being made for police to 
take the problem of dogs being sto¬ 
len more seriously after a family pet 
was found in suspicious circum¬ 
stances last week. 

Two-year-old cockapoo Willow, 
owned by Hayley Walsh and Ross 
Scotney, went missing while out 
with a dog walker in Biggleswade on 
September 30. 

Last Thursday, almost two months 
after she disappeared, the pet was 
found severely decomposed just 
metres off a public footpath on the 
other side of town. One of her feet 
was found in a carrier bag nearby. 

Despite repeated requests from 
her owners for Bedfordshire Police 
to investigate, the force says it can’t 
look into her death because nobody 
actually saw her being stolen. 

In response to the lack of police 
action, a petition was started calling 
for an investigation and in the first 
two days alone it had already been 
signed by more than 5,000 people. 

At the end of October, Bedfordshire 
Police issued a warning about a 
‘spate’ of dog thefts taking place - 
particularly of expensive or valuable 
breeds - in Luton, Shillington and in 
the east of the county. 

In one case dogs taken from Luton 
Hoo were found on a travellers site 
in Hertfordshire. 

However when this newspaper 
questioned how the force investi¬ 
gates cases where dogs are 
believed to have been stolen, it 
made a sudden U-turn claiming that 
actually the number of incidents 
was ‘very low’ and ‘there is no pat¬ 
tern to suggest organised dog thefts 
are taking place.’ 

This statement was made despite 
the force confirming chalk markings 
have been made on a number of 
properties in the county in what is 
thought to be a system used by 
criminals to denote easy targets. 

A spokesman said: “We would like 
to reassure people that we do take 
reports of dog theft seriously when 
there is evidence to show an actual 
crime has taken place. 

“However, these investigations 
need to be proportionate with the 
resources and information availa¬ 
ble.”

Worry over 
number of 
pupils who 
are obese 


MORE than 20 per cent of 
Year 6 school children in 
Luton have been classed 
as obese, new figures 
have revealed. 

Data from Public Health 
England (PHE) showed 
that out of 2,760 pupils 
measured, 23.7 per cent 
had an obese BMI, with 14 
per cent being classed as 
overweight. 

The statistics were pub¬ 
lished this week amid 
warnings that child obesity 
rates were doubling 
between reception and the 
end of primary school. 

In the South Midlands 
and Hertfordshire, a fifth 
of children in reception 
measured were over¬ 
weight or obese, and in 
year 6, just under a third 
of the children measured 
were overweight or obese. 

Eustace de Sousa, from 
PHE, said the issue meant 
that the children affected 
had an increased chance 
of developing type 2 
diabetes and other serious 
health problems. 

A Luton council spokes¬ 
man said: “Childhood obe¬ 
sity is much more preva¬ 
lent in deprived areas 
which make these figures 
slightly misleading given 
Luton is more deprived 
than most other areas in 
the East of England. 

“The percentage of 
Luton children who are 
obese is actually lower 
than more comparable 
statistical neighbours such 
as Birmingham, Enfield 
and Slough.” 

He added that initiatives 
between the council and 
its partners had led to a 
steady decline in reception 
year obesity since 2009.

LUTON has been 
named as one of the 
most affordable 
places to live for peo¬ 
ple commuting into 
the capital for work. 

Research by the 
CBRE, the world’s 
largest commercial 
real estate services 
and investment firm, 
put the town as the 
second most afford¬ 
able commuter town 
around London. 

The figures took 
into account average 
house prices, travel¬ 
ling time into London 
and average annual 
travel costs. 

Luton rose above 
Harlow in the stand¬ 
ings after being put 
in third spot last 
year.

Warning over rise 
in town burglaries

MORE than 900 burglaries have been 
committed in the last eight months - a rise 
of more than 15 per cent compared to the 
same period last year. 

Bedfordshire Police said 902 burglaries had 
taken place during April 1 - December 3 this 
year, compared to 756 in 2013. 

The figures were announced as the force 
warned about a rise in break-ins after four 
men with scarfs covering their faces stole 
thousands of pounds worth of jewellery and 
cash from a house in Holford Way. 

They caused extensive damage to the front 


door before using a garden ornament to 
smash their way through a rear patio door. 

The men then stole thousands of pounds 
worth of jewellery including a gold Rolex 
watch, a diamond pendant on a silver 
necklace and two gold necklaces with jade 
pendants, various bank cards and $2,000. 

After the break-in they left in a black BMW. 

Detective Constable Tracey Joyce, investi¬ 
gating, said: “We are looking for anyone who 
was in the vicinity of Holford Way who might 
have seen the four men, all dressed in black, 
with black scarfs, before or after the burglary, 
or the black BMW they were using. 

“We have seen a rise in burglaries and would 
urge people to be vigilant and report 
suspicious behaviour.”

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Youths charged 
over incidents

DETECTIVES in the town have charged 11 
teenagers following two incidents in the 
town earlier this week. 

Two 19-year-old men and three 17-year-old 
boys were charged with violent disorder fol¬ 
lowing the stabbing of a man in Lower 
Wellington Street at about 12.45pm on 
Tuesday. 

The victim, an 18-year-old man, suffered 
serious, but not life-threatening, injuries and 
is recovering in hospital. 

Six teenagers were then arrested and 
charged on Tuesday following a separate inci¬ 
dent in Round Green later on in the evening at 
about 9pm. 

Bedfordshire Police have identified the 
teens involved in the Lower Wellington Street 


incident as Khia Yearwood-May, 19, of Arrow 
Close and Derrick Clarke, 19, of Fendon Drive. 

Three 17-year-old boys cannot be named for 
legal reasons. 

The teens involved in the Round Green inci¬ 
dent have been named as Rakeem Smith, 18, 
of Dunstable Road, Juarae Walker, 18, and 
Jordan Weedon, 18, both of Denham Close, 
and Ryan McEvoy, 18, of Waleys Close. The 
two 16-year-old boys cannot be named for 
legal reasons. All the teenagers have all been 
charged with aggravated burglary. 

All eleven were set to have appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on Thursday. 

Detective Inspector Sean Quinn said: “We 
will not tolerate such violent incidents and 
will act quickly to identify, arrest and prose¬ 
cute anyone we suspect of being involved.”

Jobs could come from new centre 


A NEW distribution centre which could 
provide around 550 jobs once fully 
occupied was launched by 
Communities Secretary Eric Pickles 
last week. 

The 310,000 sq ft centre in Prologis 
Park, Dunstable, was opened by 
Bedfordshire’s Lord-Lieutenant Helen 
Nellis during a ceremony attended by 
Mr Pickles. 

Real estate developers Prologis built 


the site in Boscombe Way without a 
specific client in mind but it is hoped 
developments in Dunstable such as 
the Woodside link road the A5-M1 link 
will make the region more accessible 
for businesses across the UK. 

Other investments in the area 
include £4.5m investment planned for 
the White Lion business park and 
£15m being spent to develop and 
refurbish Central Bedfordshire College.

I AM a Muslim and I am ‘me’, 
I am a human with my own 
character, my own soul, my 
hopes and dreams and I do 
not wish to be judged on the 
actions of others, nor of 
minorities, nor of extrem¬ 
ists.

Hunger Games: Mockingjay 
Part 2

JENNIFER Lawrence returns 
as Katniss Everdeen in the 
new instalment of the Hunger 
Games, as she joins the rebel 
force from District 13 after 
shattering the games forever. 

Under President Coin’s lead¬ 
ership Katniss becomes the 
rebels’ weapon as she fights to 
save Peeta and a nation. 

But while Mockingjay sets us 
up for the grand finale with 
strong performances and 
intricate politics, it is still the 
inevitable lull in the middle of 
the story that lacks action. 

Fortunately, the great acting 
from Lawrence, Julianne 
Moore and the late Philip 
Seymour Hoffman are the 
saving graces of the film. 

Hoffman slips into his role as 
Plutarch comfortably to give a 
generous performance of the 
emotional spectrum from 
frustration and fear, to bois¬ 
terous and warm. 

Lawrence delivers fiery pas- 


bite in 


Games 


sion and heartache in a gritty 
performance that showcases 
the trauma her character has 
suffered to date. 

Trips above ground aim for 
Katniss to be seen publicly 
fighting against the capitol, 
but for the audience they offer 
sweet relief from the stifling 
confines of the underground 
district and are the only 
chance to glimpse a rare 
action sequence. 

A visit to a hospital is just the 
kind of action set-piece the 
film cries out for with swift 
archer action from Katinss, 
explosions and gun fire that 
frankly are over far too soon as 
we settle back into humdrum. 

Panem itself is a beautiful 
backdrop so it’s a shame that 
most of the scenery is wasted 
underground, or glimpsed as 
broken battle zones or night 
time landscapes. 

The film ends where things 
really kick off in the book and 
you realise this is a shameless 
business ploy to stretch the 
franchise out and keep the 
money rolling in. 

Only the most forgiving fans 
will be satisfied with two 
hours of build-up with very 
little actually happening and 
no real bang for your buck. 

Rating: 2/5

It’s time to get used to the idea of a 
MINI Hatch with five doors. With 
this bodystyle, you get a longer 
wheelbase, quite a lot more luggage 
space and potentially room for three 
people in the back. On top of this, 
there’s the third generation MINI 
model’s sophisticated design with 
underpinnings better suited to longer 
journeys. Oh and a range of punchy 
but economical engines. You wanted 
more MINI? Well you’ve certainly got 
it now. Here, we’re trying the perky 
136bhp petrol Cooper model. 

Can a bigger MINI really feel like a proper 
MINI should? Fun, frisky - up for anything? 

The brands Countryman crossover model tried 
hard in that regard but was a little too heavy - 
and perhaps even a little too sophisticated - to 


quite hit the mark. This time round though, 
buyers get the extra doors and at least some of 
the extra practicality they were seeking without 
any dynamic downsides. Or none that I can feel 
anyway. If the stretched wheelbase of this car has 
done anything to dent the eagerness of the taut 
MINI chassis, then I can’t feel it. 

We reckon the 1.5-litre petrol-powered Cooper 
model on test here represents the sweet spot in 
the range though, is represented by the variant 
that’ll deservedly be the best-seller, the petrol- 
powered ‘Cooper’ model. The engine is actually 
basically the same unit that assists the electric 
motor in BMW’s i8 supercar. Here, as there, 
it punches well above its weight, enabling the 
performance of this third generation version 
Cooper to at last aspire to the lower-rungs of the 
hot hatch ladder: 62mph can be dispatched in 
just 8.2s en route to 129mph, which, I think, will 
be quite as fast as most will really want to go in 
this car.

DANNY Nardiello left Luton feeling sick in 
more ways than one after his 90th minute lev¬ 
eller delayed Luton dreams of a potential FA 
Cup third round payday to ensure a re-run of 
this tie at Kenilworth Road a week on Tuesday. 

They had nearly engineered a classic smash- 
and-grab when Mark Cullen toe-poked them 
into a lead in the 51st minute.

Bury, though, forced 17 corners to Town’s zero 


and it was from the last of these that the 
Shakers struck, following an ugly goalmouth 
scramble. 

It was a result which mirrored their League 
Two meeting earlier this season and gave Luton 
a taste of their own medicine after Pelly 
Ruddock Mpanzu had snatched a late point in a 
close contest. 

But this is the FA Cup and there is generally 
some magic subscribed to the old competition. 

If there had been any abracadabra stuff due at 
Bury it is safe to say it had probably got waylaid 
in Hartlepool the night before when 
Northumberland non-league minnows Blyth 
Spartans provided the first giant-killing of the 
second round stage. 

On a cold Saturday afternoon in Greater 
Manchester these two fourth tier promotion 
rivals provided a yin to that yang with a dreary 
first half to match the sigh that accompanied 
their pairing in the draw. 

This contest will be remembered by at least 


one person as Charlie Walker was handed his 
first professional start - or perhaps not as he 
suffered a concussion. 

“I can’t really remember the second half,” he 
said, adding: “I was a bit dazed and I probably 
shouldn’t have played much more.” 

On the sickness bug in the camp, Walker, 
whose afternoon ended on the hour mark, said: 
“I did throw up but the doctor wasn’t sure if it 
was because of the knocks, but a few of the lads 
threw up before and we’re not really sure what 
it was. 

“Regardless of who is throwing up you still 
want to come and win and it still hurts when 
you don’t.” 

Walker had the best chance of the first half. 
Having taken a blow to the head moments 
before, the striker latched on to Jonathan 
Smith’s through-ball and lobbed out-rushing 
keeper Robert Lainton. 

His prize, however, was to get clattered for a 
second time and see the ball bounce harm-

lessly wide of the target. 

But Bury had the better of the first half, even if there was 
only a fag paper between the two sides. 

Hallam Hope saw a solo run and shot ruffle the outside of 
the net but squandered the lion’s share of his side’s chances.

over there was a sense that it would be Luton’s day. 

Ricky Miller should have killed the tie in the 85th minute 
but his strike rebounded off the Bury upright. He then con¬ 
ceded a free-kick that led to Bury’s crucial final corner. 

The bad news is that Town will have to face the Shakers 
twice more this term. 

The good news is that, come Monday night, there could be a 
carrot on the end of this tired shtick in the form of a third 
round draw against the Liverpool, Arsenal or Manchester 
Uniteds of this world.

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Investigation launched as 
Hatters fall ill after meal

MANAGER John Still 
revealed that his Luton 
Town side were struck down 
with a mystery illness after 
their pre-match meal and 
before they were hit by a 
heartbreaking 90th minute 
equaliser from Bury’s 
Danny Nardiello. 

Mark Cullen had notched 
his ninth of the season when 
he poked in from close range 
on 52 minutes to give them 
the lead but the Hatters even¬ 
tually succumbed to the 
Shakers’ second half rally. 

Nardiello’s strike sets up a 
FA Cup second round replay 
at Kenilworth Road a week 
on Tuesday but before that 
there will be an investigation 
as to why a number of Luton 
players fell ill in the build-up 
to the Gigg Lane instalment. 

Still said: “I’ve got to say 
this, I don’t ever make excus¬ 
es but four or five players 
were really struggling after 
their pre-match meal - sick¬ 


ness. At half time, [Mark] 
Tyler wasn’t good, [Nathan] 
Doyle was really bad, Scotty 
[Griffiths] wasn’t good and it 
has caused a problem.” 

Asked if their pre-match 
meal had been the culprit, 
Still said: “We think so, but 
we don’t know. 

“At half time it was a prob¬ 
lem. We didn’t know what 
way to turn. 

“Tyler, because he was in 
goal, could do it, but Doyley 
was really struggling. 

“Scott didn’t feel great 
either but it is what it is. 

“Until we investigate that 
further with physio [Simon 
Parsell] and Dave Richardson 
[fitness coach], I don’t really 
know. We’ll have to see but 
it’s over now.” 

Despite the late leveller 
from Bury, Still was pleased 
with how his patched up side 
performed. 

“The boys have battled 
hard away from home on a 
difficult pitch because of 
how cold it is and I think 
we’ve done really well,” he 
said. “I’m really pleased with 
how well we played. 


“I felt we were comfortable. 
“They were hitting lots of 
balls into the box that I felt 
we dealt with really well.” 

Yet Still highlighted a foul, 
given away by substitute 
Ricky Miller, as the cause of 
Bury’s goal. 

He said: “Ricky [Miller] has 
come on and done really well 
but he gave away a sloppy 
free-kick for no reason, ball 
in our box and they get a 
restart from that. 

“If you don’t foul you don’t 
concede but he’s young and 
still learning. 

“Having said that, he 
almost made it 2-0 [at the 
end]. That’s all part of the 
learning curve.” 

Though they will have to do 
it all again against Bury, both 
sides will be in the hat for 
Monday night’s third round 
draw and Still concluded: 
“Would we have wanted a 
replay? It’s better than going 
out, so absolutely. 

“It’s all right, we’ll look for¬ 
ward to it. 

“Whoever we have that can 
compete in that game we’ll 
be ready to play.”
